Wednesday night a gentleman wearing a 


aeersncker coat and carrying a 324 grip 
arrived at the Deming and registered the 
name of Fred Hamrn, St Louis, 
He came 


in a back and asked Clerk Bennett to pay 
his buck fare, remarking that he had no 
change, but would pay for the hack when 
he paid his bill In tbe morning.

Fruit SaladH. 


Fruit salads may be made of berries, or- 


anges, bananas, pineapples, melons, etc 
Apples, also peaches and pears, lire served 
as salads with French dressing, after Ins- 
ing peeled and cut in slices Three tea 
spoonfuls of oil, one of vmefc'.ir, one small 
teaspoonful of salt and a, little pepper mix 
well together and pour over the sliced fruit 
arranged in a dish. This may be used 
with oranges, addingalittieof theelioyped 
rind to the dressing 
A.sweet sirup may 


be used instead, made of white sugar din- 
solved in water and boiled till thick; to 
this add a flavoring of sherry wine oi 
brandy. For an acid dressing for sweet 
oranges, bananas etc., into a thick sirup |ol 
sugar stir the juice of one lemon, add chop- 
ped oiange peel or rub the yellow rind on 
lumps of sugar till they are well flavored, 
theu dissolve them in the sirup. The plain 
sirup, made of .sugar and flavored with 
orauge and a very little lemon juice, is ex- 
cellent for banana salad,
